Owners of personal property

" who have questions concerning the

assessed valuation placed upon
their property for the 1934-35 tax
rolls, may call at a branch office
of the assessor's department to be
opened in the Redondo Beach city
hall, it was stated today by

County Assessor Ed Hopkins. The
C office will open March 8¢
The annual personal property
tax assessment canvass will begin
next Monday, March 6. According
to Hopkins, 800 deputy county
assessors will take part in the
work which will close the first
Monday in July.

Hopkins stated that the revenue
laws providé that each property
owner shall annually wake a
statement to the county assessor
of all property owned, controlled
or in the possession of such per-
son, on the first Monday of March
at 12 noon.

In the event the taxpayer
neglects or refuses to mak such
o return, the assessor is required
by law to make an estimate of
the property and enter the same
upon the assessment rolls.  After
the deputy has called and left a
printed slip explaining that he was
obliged to make the assessment in
the owner's absence, the owner still
may make such a declaration
at the local office.

A householder, Hopkins stated,
was entitled to an exemption to
the amount of $100 worth of per-
sonal property. A veteran i
allowed $1000, but, Hopkins point-
ed out, the veteran must file his
declaration in person.
